N thé prevention of diphtheria it is 
very important that unvacci 
susceptible clfildren should not be 
exposed to cases of diphtheria nor 
to cenvalescents. Exposure to chronic 
carriers is not so important. 

Notice first the reference to unvacci- 
nated susceptible children. Almost one- 
half of all children could not have diph- 
theria if they tried. They are not built 
that way—biologically nor anatomically. 
Any ordinary dose of diphtheria bacilli 
passes them untouched. The Shick test 
—a simple procedure—shows which chil- 
dren cannot have the disease. 

Those children who can have it ¢an 
be protected against it by vaccination.

Coming now to the main question. 
From whom do children catch diph- 
theria? Doull and Lara answer: “ Prin- 
cipally from people who have it ang who 
have recently had it.”

Comparing the risk of living in the 
house with a case to that of living in 
the house with a carrier, they conclua- 
ed that the danger of the former was 
about ten times that of the latter. Con- 
valescent carriers and other persons 
who have recently become carriers are 
more dangerous than old, chronic car- 
riers. 

In some instances children contract 
diphtheria in school from carriers, but no 
cases are found to be spreading the dis- 
ease. But when investigation is car- 
ried further, it is found that there have 
been cases in the school within a short 
time previously, or else there are atypi- 
cal mild cases attending school at the 
time. The diphtheria carriers spreading 
' the disease in school at such times have 
only recently become carriers. 

These conclusions by Doull and Lara 
. represent the rule according to the laws 
of probability. There are mapy excep- 
tions.

How far legislation could 
go in authorizing a court to require the plaintiff in 
a personal injury case to submit to examination 
by an expert named by the court we do not, as 
laymen, pretend to say, but at any rate there coyld 
be no constitutional objection to a noncompulsory 
provision of that sort, which might be as éffeotive 
as a compulsory one, since if the plaintiff refused 
to submit to examination by an expert or experts 
having no relation either to the plaintiff or the de- 
fendant, the reaction upon the jury could not be 
favorable. A plaintiff with a real case would wel- 
come the opportunity to have the testimony of a 

witness the jury would be more inclined to trust 

than a witness employed by the plaintiff. 

At any rate, we hope the Illinois Medical society 
and the legal associations it has asked to coperate 
will work out a plan to be presented to the next 
legislature.

PROFESSIONAL AND AMATEUR. 
{New York Herald-Tribune. ] 


The assertion by Dr. W. V. Bingham, director of 
the Personal Research foundation, that there is a 
greater proportion of motor accidents among profes- 
sional men, doctors, lawyers, and the like, than among 
truckmen and delivery drivers is not so surprising as 
it may appear to most owner drivers. It f perfectly 
true that the man who drives his own pleasure car 
may be more intelligent and better educated than the 
man who drives for hire. But the latter is a profes- 
sional. And the professional, because he is always on 
his job and because his bread and butter depends on 
it, knows it better than can any amateur. 

Pr. Bingham explains his statement to a certain 
extent by citing the likelihood of the owner driver to 
allow his mind to wander to professional engagéments 
or problems, when he ought to be attending to the 
task of driving his car—a task which in present traffic 
conditions is sufficiently exacting to require all the 
concentration that the mind can muster. 

But whether this is true or not, the reflexes required 
to drive a car in any and all conditions, to adjust 
one’s self to meet any emergency, can be developed 
only by constant practice, such as can be had by 
seven or éight»or more hours at the steering wheel. 
Any motorist whe? knows the intricacies of traffic ts 
astonished while riding in a taxi to see how easily the | 
driver dodges in and out of loopholes between cars, 
how he makes time while pleasure cars are practi- 
cally stalled. This is beyond the power of any one 
who drives only to and from his work once a day. 

In almost every human activity the professional will 
always beat the amateur, for the reason that he is a 
professional and that if he does not keep his skill at 
its highest point he will lose his livelihood. ‘This is 
true in baseball, it is true in acting, and it is also true 
in politics, as all citizens of a democracy, which is 
always governed in large part by amateurs, can

John C. Tobin, president of the St. 
Louis board of education, voiced this | 
comment last night after an all day 
visit to Chicago schools and a confer- 
ence with school cfficials. 

Mr. Tobin is making a tour of sev~ 
eral cities in this region to study their 
public school probiems. He departed 
last night for Milwaukee and will re- 
turn to Chicago for another day's in- 
spection tomorrow.

Difficulties encountered here with a 
shortage of seats, portable buildings 
and the junior high school plan, Mr. 
Tobin said, are all facing the board of 
education at St. Louis on a lesser 
scale. The teachers’ salary question, 
he said, has just been settled there 
by granting a substantial increase af- 
ter a long and stormy discussion. 

“There was one trouble we didn’t 
have, however, until Chicago gave us 
the idea,” said Mr. Tobin. “ The people 
in St. Louis have been reading how 
parents attend committee meetings 
here in a body to make known their 
demands. They point to Chicago as an 
example and are talking abomt doing 
likewise. Heretofore our meetings have 


been rather private but now we'll prob- '

in Live Tissue 


U. of C. Scientists Find 
Two Sources of Disease. 


Employing a newly discovered 
method of experimentation two Uni- 
versity of Chicago scientists have 
watched the entire progress of tuber- 
culosis in living tissue and, it was an- 
nounced yesterday, have settled many 
disputed facts and given to the medica! 
profession at large much valuable 
knowledge which may help materially 
in the treatment of that disease. 

The savants are Dr. Alexander A. 
Maximow and his assistant, Dr. F. J. 
Lang of the tniversity’s anatomical! 
department. The method of micro- 
scopical observation which they used 
is what originated by Dr. Alexis Car- 
rel of the Rockefeller tnstitute, and Dr. 
R. C. Harrison of Yale university. 


>. 
It marked the first scientific inves- 
tigation in which the growth of the 
disease was watched in living tissue 


through the microscope, and establish- 
ed the important fact that tuberculosis 
nodules have:a growth from 
sources—the histiocytes, or cells of 
lung tissue, and the white corpuscles 
of the blood. Dr. Maximow was quick 


to point out, however, that this dis- 
covery did not mean that tuberculosis 
is what is called a blood disease. 

For the purpose of the experiment, 
a smal] section was cut from the lung 
of a rabbit—explantated is the medi, 
cal term—and then this piece of tissue 
was infected with tubercule bacilli. ,
